I have  the  honour  to  present  ny  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December  195^>. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
is  2,330  compared  with  2400  at  mid-year  1955;  the  births  num- 
bered 51  as  compared  with  52  in  1955  and  the  rate  at  21.88  was 
higher  than  that  for  England  aiid  VJales  at  15.7. 

Deaths  numbered  26  as  against  21  in  1955  an8  ‘the  rate 
at  11,15  is  practically  the  ssjne  as  the  National  figure  at  11,7. 

There  were  two  infantile  deaths  giving  a rate  of  39*21 
compared  with  23 *2  for  England  and  Wales. 

Once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the 
year;  the  ahief  cause  of  death  was  ascribed  to  vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system  (9deaths)  and  heart  disease  (5  deaths),  there  were  two 
deaths  froii)  cancer  and  three  deaths  from  pneumonia,  and  one  from  bronch- 
itis. 


Immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  was  commenced  in  May 
and  June  confined  to  small  selected  groups  as  determined  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  and  further  vaccinations  were  undertaken  in  November, 
owing  to  scarcity  of  material  it  was  limited  to  certain  age  groups. 

The  area  was  relatively  free  from  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year  under  review  apart  from  small  outbrealcs  of  whooping 
cough  (19  cases)  in  the  months  of  February  and  May;  and  there  were  9 
cases  of  measles  including  1 adult,  which  occurred  chiefly  in  the  parish 
of  Dalton  on  Tees.

perty of  the  quarry  owner,  Mrs.  M,  H.  Eggleston,  Complaint  has  been  made 
in  previous  reports  regarding  the  pirity  of  this  supply  from  bacteriolog- 
ical onaj-yses.

Froposed  Schonos.  During  the  j'oar  tho  Council  considered  the  extension  of 
v>rater  supply  in  tho  Croft  Parish  b^r  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  to  riTord 
supplies  to  tvjo  farus.  In  view,  hovrever,  of  the  costs  involved  it  was  not 
proceeded  with. 


The  Council  iia.de  a,pplication  tovrards  the  end  of  the  year  to  the  Rich:  oiid 
Rurr.i  District  Council  for  sup'ly  of  v7a.tor  to  be  aade  a.vaila.ble  for  certain 
fcjoas  in  tho  Kainaby  area  in  the  Croft  parish.  The  Richmond  R.  D.  C.  in- 
foriied  the  Council  that  it  is  not  their  intention  to  extend  their  Eiain  into 
our  area.  In  viei^  of  the  supply  bcin^’  required  prinarily  for  agricultiiral 
pujaposes  the  Water  Supplies  Officer  of  the  Agricultural  Cor.ii-dttee  have  been 
advised  to  contaxt  tho  fariiors  for  tho  fornula.tion  of  the  priva.te  schene 
to  ta,ke  vrator  fro::,  the  Richmond  1-ia.in  of  the  boundary  of  our  district. 

Sewage  Disposal.  The  villages  of  Barton  and  Stapleton  have 
eacn  coubiiied  Sevrerage  a^id  Scv;a,ge  Disposa.1  systens.  At  Cleasby,  Eryholne, 
Maaifiold  and  Dalton  there  are  conbined  sewers  which  discharge  without 
proper  troat!.;cnt  tr.  ditches.  In  the  reDaining  parishes  of  Kewton  Morrell, 
Cliff G,  Girsbj,  aaid  Over  Dinsdale,  no  public  sewer  is  available,  although 
there  a re  only  a fevr  scattered  dwelling  houses  in  these  perishes.  In  all 
t'le  parishes  uany  houses  have  their  own  cesspools,  some  vrith  filters,  about 
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which  no  <'^r.plaints  are  received.  The  Council  periodically  flush  and  cloari, 
sewers  and -tanks  at  Barton  and  Sto.plcton  and  the  ccnbined  sewers  at  llanfiold.,  and 
Dalton, 

The  village  of  Croft  is  served  by  a nev;  Sew  erase  and  Sewage  Tories  which  v;as 
coDpletod  on  the  15th  October  1954*  The  total  nuaiber  of  properties  served  by 
the  seaier  is  07  of  v;hich  74  ore  connected  to  the  sovjer. 

The  tenporarj'’  housing  sites  a.t  Croft  and  DaJ.ton  (disused  R,  A,  F.  Hutments ) 
are  properly  draoined,  U,  Cs.  being  pre  vided  in  aJ.1  hutr:.ents  and  tv/o  modern 
Sewage  Disposal  v/orks  are  maintained  hj  an  Attendant  appointed  by  the  Council 
(as  Agent  for  the  i'-iinistry  of  Health), 

The  Council  do  not  undertake  the  emptying  of  private  cesspools  in  the  area 
but  on  request  arrangenonts  are  nado  for  the  hire  of  the  Darlington  Rural  Dis~ 
rict  Council's  machine  which  carries  out  this  vrork  at  an  hourly  cost  of  2i/- 

Proposed  Scheme. 

Barton  Sevrerage  and  Sewago  DisuosaJ.,  The  Council  received  a letter  from  the 
i*iinistry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govornment  indicatin.^  ttheir  willingness  to  con- 
sider the  above  scheme  estimated  to  cost  £15,300.  Particulars  of  the  scheme 
wero  advertised  and  applica  tion  for  consent  to  raJ.se  a loan  was  made.  Lato^- 
in  the  yofr  the  Ministry's  Inspector  visited  to  investigate  the  scheme. 

IIa.nfiold  Sewerage  arid  Sowago  Disr^'osal.  The  Consultant's  detailed  report  has  s+ili 
not  been  roccived  in  connection  with  the  above.  A, prclioinary  report  indicaviec' 
the  estimated  cost  would  be  in  the  region  of  £0,200  was  accepted  in  1940, 

Clcasby.  Stapleton  and  D-ltgn  Sowerago  and  Sewr.ge  Disposal.  Prelinnry  reports 
vrero  received  and  accepted  for  those  schomos  in  1940  and  the  estimated  costs  were 
then  £7,950,  £7,000  and  £3,300  respectively. 

Ho  further  instructions  have  been  given  regarding  tlie  preparation  of  de- 
tailed reports  and  final  plmis  etc. 

Clo s ot  , Accoi u lodatiqn During  the  year  7 privios  wore  converted  into  H,  Cs,  as  • 
coiiparod  with  9 in  1955*  The  Coureii  do  not  pay  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  W.C. 
conversi'.np. 

In  iv53  the  Gourcil  considered  a report  from  their  Sanitary  Inspector  regard- 
ing a suggestion  that  gi*nnts  be  mai.'e  towards  closot  conversions.  Tho  Council 
decided  not  to  mrlco  contribution  under  Section  47  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Act  193 

Scavenging.  Public  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  tho  parishes  of  Croft,  Barton, 
Kowton  Morrell,  Cleasby,  Cliffe,  Manfield,  DaJ.ton,  Sryholme  and  Stapleton  while 
in  the  parish  of  Over  Dinsdale  it  is  carried  out  once  a month. 

Tho  total  cost  during  tho  j^eor  was  £ou6. 

The  temporary  housing  sites  in  the  parishes  of  Croft  ard  Daltonarc  scavenged 
once  a \feek  by  the  sane  Contractor  at  ani  inclusive  cost  of  VAj"  per  bin  which  ate 
supplied. 

There  are  no  refuse  tips  belonging  tc  tho  Council  in  tho  area,  the  Contractor 
has  to  find  his  own  means  of  disposal  aJid  is  tipping  at  Stapleton  on  a private  tip 

Maintenaa'ico  of  Council  Soic.gc  Works.  The  Council  employs  one  ua.n  to  deal  with 
the  temporary  housing  sites  at  Croft  anri  Dalton,  This  person  makes  daily  visits 
to  the  now  Puiaping  Station  a.t  Croft  and  does  other  maintenance  vforks  as  required 
in  the  various  parishes. 

The  emptying  of  tho  Council's  cesspools  attached  to  other  Sew.age  Works  in  the 
area  are  carried  out  regularly  by  the  hiring  of  a cesspool  emptier  from  the  Darl- 
ington Rural  District  Council.  This  is  available  as  ropuired. 

Rivers  and  Streams,  River  Pollution  Prevention.  During  the  year  the  Wear  and 
Tees  River  Beard  who  are  responsib„c  for  the  prevention  of  pollution  of  the  rivers 
and  stroms  in  the  area  have  continued  tc  work  in  close  co-operation  with  tho 
Dcpartm.ent,  Copies  of  aJaaJyses  of  effluents  from  tho  Council's  works  where  they 
are  likely  to  affect  tho  rivers  ajid  streams  are  sent  to  ue  periodically.  Thu 
Pollution  Officer  of  the  Wear  ajid  Toes  River  Board  is  kept  advised  as  to  the 
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position  regarding  our  new  schones  for  sewage  and  sewerage  disposal  and  of  any 
inprovenents  carried  out  to  our  existing  works. 

At  Barton  the  beck  overflowed  and  caused  flooding  to  sone  five  houses.  The 
Council  net  the  riparian  owners  and  other  interested  parties  and  it  was  decided 
to  seek  the  advice  of  the  Wear  and  Tees  River  Board  on  preventative  oeasures.

The  hutments  as  mentioned  In 
previous  reports  were  adapted  for  temporary  housing  purposes  on  tho  sites,  each  fai.dd}' 
having  a self-contained  unit  of  housing,  comprising  from  one  to  three  bedrooms  and 
living  room  complete  with  cooking  stove  and  piped  water  supply  over  a sink.  Tl'oro 
is  also  a laundry  house  and  sanitary  accoiuodation.  The  sites  contain  brick 
built  hutments  with  asbestos  roof,  and  felted  pla.storbor'rd  huts  with  corrugated 
galvanised  iron  roofs,  ail  of  which  ore  properly  drained  and  sewored.

The  requirements  ot  tho  Food  Hygiene  Rogula-tions  has  been  nade  known  to  the 
ovrnors  and  occupiers  although  the  standard  of  cleanliness  was  oxtrome-y  high,. 

In  all  cases  the  shops  are  very  small  far.iily  concerns,  none  employing  any  outs,  sc 
assistance  and  some  of  the  owner/occupiers  will  have  to  bo  put  to  some  conaider- 
able  expense  in  order  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  regulations. 
However,  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  most  of  our  requirements  will 
be  met.
